AN ACT to amend Tennessee Code Annotated, Section 

24-7-124, relative to results of automated devices 
used to measure the speed of a motor vehicle or 
the conduct of the driver. 

 
BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF TENNESSEE: 

 SECTION 1.  Tennessee Code Annotated, Section 24-7-124, is amended by inserting 

the following language as a new subsection: 

 (c) In any judicial or administrative proceeding in which the results of a fully 

automated device used to measure the speed of a motor vehicle or the conduct of the 

driver are being introduced for the purpose of proving the speed of the motor vehicle or 

the conduct of the driver, such results shall not be admissible for such purposes unless a 

law enforcement officer introduces them and such law enforcement officer has been 

trained pursuant to guidelines established by the National Highway Traffic Safety 

Administration or the Tennessee peace officer standards and training (POST) 

commission.  

SECTION 2.  This act shall take effect July 1, 2011, the public welfare requiring it.
